JUSTICE HERE. 

We are glad to see that the Senate has passed 
a bill introduced by Senator Frank P. Flint to 
grant relief to innocent settlers on public lands in 
the Imperial Valley. ‘The Senate modified the bill 
in such a way that it will apply only to settlers in 
the Imperial Valley, and there only two individuals, 
cutting out all possibility of any corporation on 
any combination of individuals taking advantage 
of this relief, which was intended solely for inno- 
cent settlers on small parcels of the public lands 
to be used as homesteads. Prior to this action by 
the Senate (which we hope will be confirmed by 
the 3. the question was taken up with the 


Geneihl Land Office in the Department of the In- 
te wioyl on a case brought by Sigel E. Skinner against 
John F. Davis, an assignee. The testiniony shows 
that the original entry in this instance was fraudu- 
lent. It was a desert land entry made by Frank 
Pierce for the northwest quarter of section 28, 
township 16 south, range 16 east, S. B. M. 

The trouble over these lands in the Imperial Val- 
ley all rests upon the contention of fraud on the 
part of the original entrymen. The claims after- 
ward passed by assignment to persons who bought 
in perfectly good faith, innocent of all intention of 
fraud and ignorant of all fraudulent proceedings 
on the part of those frem whom they derived. 

Now the main ground for defense on the part 
of those in possession of the land was that they 
secured the assignment upon the data available in 
the office of the government itself. The only records 
they had to go by were those of the United States 
Land Office here in Los Angeles. As a matter of 
fact, whatever fraud there was was — unin- 
tentional. It is alleged that many of these original

Hence, a sale of lands 
or goods cannot be rescinded so as to revest the 
property in the vendor if the vendee has in the 
meantime sold them to an innocent purchaser. The 
seller’s remedy is by an action for damages.’

TRAINS START TODAY. 
Accident Near San Luis Obiepo 
Costs Southern Pacific Immense 
Sum for Repairs and Rerouting of 
Freight and Passengers—Expert 
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opposite Arlington, by July 1, next. 
Buckeye is about thirty-three miles 
southwest of Phoenix, and Arlington 
is fifteen miles farther. The country 
is level and the only obstacle is the 
Agua Fria River, which has a channel 
more than half a mile broad, usually 
dry. As far as the river, the way will 
be through a rich farming country, 
and beyond the road will parallel the 
Buckeye canal and tap the country it 
tes. 
It is denied most strongly that the 
project is a Southern Pacific one, 
though the route is that which must 
be followed in the event that road 
builds its long-projected Phoenix- 
Yuma tine. Mr. Landis states, how- 
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Work Prevents Delays. 


Local officers of the Southern Pa- 
cific received word last night that the 
Coast line will be opened for traffic 
some time today and that trains be- 
tween Los Angeles and San Francisco 
may take up their reguiar schedule. 
This follows hard upon the announce- 
ment of the opening of the Union Pa- 
cific’s line East from San Francisco 
and means that the Harriman lines 
are now ready for complete operation 
across the continent. 

The closing of the Coast line has 
cost the Southern Pacific an enormous 
sum. In the first place the tunnel 
had to be recleared and concreted. 
This work was done in the best man- 
ner possible and cost approximately 
$500,000, fer the entire tunnel was con- 
creted and the whole forty-five feet 
of cave has been removed. 

Aside from the cost of rebuilding 
the tunnel the Southern Pacific has 
been to great expense through the 
rerouting of freight. This. was done 
80 quickiy by the traffic department 
‘that no freight has been allowed to 
stand idle at any point on the sys- 
tem. It has also been delivered with 
little loss of time. 

In some cases, especially in regard 
to the Union Pacific washout, this re- 
routing has been at the test ex- 
for other, and m rival lines 
been used. Delayed freight 
shipped over a rival road costs the 
Shipping line an _excessively high 
tariff and in every case this tariff has 
been paid immediately without un- 
necessary loss of time to facilitate the 
delivery of goods and to prevent con- 
gestion at any point. 

Passenger trains were routed either 
through the valley line south from 
Fresno or through the Portland gate- 
Way from San Francisco. There has 
n no unnecessary delay in hand- 
ling the businesss and the trains have 
@rriving practically on time 
Since the beginning of the trouble. 
The valley line has been crowded 
to capacity, however, and the men 
have been forced to work long shifts. 
L result of the trouble the records 
for the jocal freight yards have been 
broken and more traffic been 
handied here than at any time in 
the past three years.

But the 
promoters have agreed to build the 
road in the most substantial manner, 
with at least sixty-five-pound steel, 
and to spend at least $1,000,000 in its 
construction and equipment.
